POPULISTS MEET, 


DOZEN STRONG, I 
KEEP PARTY ALIVE 


St. Louis Gathering Will Adopt 
a Platform, but Make No 
Nominations. 








MILLION OF THEM ONCE 


Whiskerless - Delegates Tell of 
Hard Struggle to Preserve 
Organization. 


A dozen delegates met in a small 4as- 
sembly room of the St. James Hotel, 
Broadway and Walnut street, Tuesday, 
to hold the national convention of the 
People’s or Populist party. The dele- 
gates were mostly men from the old 
guard of the Populist party, which at 
one time cast more than 1,000,000 votes 
in presidential elections, and held na- 
tional conventions that were as full of 
enthusiasm as those of the two old par- 
ties. 

In 1908 the Populist candidate for 
President, Thomas E. Watson, received 
33,871 votes. ~ Weaver in 1892 received 
1,041,028 votes. 

James F. Ferriss, chairman of the Na- 
tional Committee, called the conven- 
tion to order, and presented Jo A. Par- 
ker, formerly of Kentucky, but now of 
Missouri, as temporary chairman, Par- 
ker was accepted without a protést. 


No Full Beards in Sight, 
There was not a full beard worn by 


any delegate. The old popular concep- 
tion of the Populists was that they 
were men with Pefferian whiskers. But 
the whiskers, like the Populists, have 
gone. All the delegates to the conven- 
tion, with but two exceptions, were 
smooth-shaven. One wore a mustache, 
and the other a Van Dyke beard® All 
the delegates wore collars and neckties. 
The collars were -all linam cellars, and 


not celluloid, and most of the ties were. 


silk or other good material. 

The only object of the convention, ac- 
cording to Ferriss, was to adopt a plat- 
form and appoint a national committee. 

‘‘We did not come here to nominate a 
candidate for President,’’ said Ferriss. 
“We wish now merely to keep our or- 
ganization alive for future usefulness. 
Regardless Of what our party is now, it} 
has been useful to this country. The 
new Progressive party at its recent 
convention in Chicago adopted 18 of our 
planks, the Democrats 6, and the Re-

RING TO HER HUSBAND 





Father, and Son Who Eloped, 
Said to Be Surprised at Size 
of Girl’s Share. 


The will of Mrs. Maggie Peper Bell, 
daughter of the late Christian Peper, 
millionaire tobacco manufacturer, dis- 
poses of three-fourths of her estate to 
her daughter, Marjorie Bell, and the re- 
maining -part to her son, Christian P. 
Bell. The bequest to the daughter is 
to be held in trust until she becomes 


2% years old, and that to the son until 
he is 35 years old, with the father, 
Nicholas M. Bell, former Excise Com- 
missioner, and the Mercantile Trust Co. 
as trustees. 

Mrs. Bell bequeathed to her husband 
only the diamond engagement ring he 
had given her, “‘because,’’ as she ex- 
plained in the will, ‘‘of his oft-repeat- 
ed desire and purpose not to inherit 
by will or by operation of law any part 
of my estate.”’ 

Mrs. Bell died last Wednesday. She 
lived at 4442 West Pine boulevard. 
The estate of her father, who died in 
1908, was estimated to .be worth between 
$4,000,000 and $6,000,000, and her interest 
in the estate was close to $1,000,000. 


Surprise at Daughter’s Share. 
Bell and his son were in the Probate 


courtroom when the will was opened 
and presented for probate. They are 
said to have expressed surprise when it 
became known that the daughter was 
to get three-fourths and Christian only 
one-fourth.

We are for the initiative. ref- 
erendum and recall, direct primaries for 
the nomination of everything from Pres- 
ident to Constable, for woman suffrage, 
for the Kansas blue-sky law, and for a 
Tariff Commission,” 

Ferriss told, with some humor, about 
being summoned by Senator Clapp to 
appear before the Senatorial Investigat- 
ing Committee in Washington to testify 
relative to campaign contributions. 

“I finally begged off,” said Ferriss, 
“after having convinced Clapp that we 
had no campaign funds to speak of, and 
that Wall street had never yet found it 
necessary to attempt to corrupt us by 
big contributions to our treasury.”

MASSENET, AUTHOR OF 
“THAIS,” DEAD AT 70 


Frenchman Who Also Composed 
Recent Success, ‘‘Roma,’’ Suc- 


cumbs in Paris. 


PARIS, Aug. 13.—Julien Emile Fred- 
eric Massenet, the well-known musical 
composer, died at his home this morn- 
ing at the age of 70. He had been suf- 
fering for a long time from cancer, but 
his death was unexpected. 








Among M. Massenet’s more noted 
works were “Le Cid,” “Manon” and 
“Thais.’’ He established his reputation 
in 1872 with “Don Cesar de Bazan.” 
Among others of his notable works were 
a four-act opera, “‘Le Rol de Lahore” 
and ‘La Navarraise,"’ and he also com- 
posed many oratories and cantatas. He 
was a grand officer of the Legion of 
Honor and a member of the French In- 
stitute. 

His latest opera, ‘‘Roma,”’ first was 
produced last February in Monte Carlo, 
and has had several very successful 
productions in the Paris Grand Opera 
House. It is considered, musically and 
in the beauty of its scenic arrangement, 
the equal even of “Thais.” The scene 
is, laid in ancient Rome in the days of 
the war with Hannibal, and the Vestal 
Virgins are the chief figures in the ac- 
tion.

He has been a victim of mental break- 
downs several years, Samuel Hannauer 
said. 

Powers said that, under such circum- 
stances, he did not care to prosecute and 
the police were ordered to release the 
prisoner. 

After his release by the police, Han- 
naueris brother took him to the South 
Side Dispensary to have an examination 
made as to his mental condition.

He was taken 
to police headquarters. 


City detectives are guarding F. A. 
Steer, Broadway haberdasher, and oth- 
ers watch his home while a search is 


being made for a man formerly in 
Steer’s. employment who is alleged to 
have threatened to kill Steer. 

In spite of a. warning given to the 
man -by. Chief of Detectives Allender 
to. desist in his annoyances and in spite 
of precautions taken to protect the 
country home of Steer at Clayton and 
Hanley roads, a, threatening letter was 
found under the door Tuesday morning 
couched in substantially the same lan- 
guage as one received a day or two 
ago. 

Some time ago Steer discharged a 
white man who had been serving him as 
coachman and employed a negro in his 
place. Shortly afterward information 
came to Steer that the discharged man 
had made threats against him. He paid 
no attention at the time, but within the 
last few days he learned that the man 
had been repeating the threats. 

Steer then called on Chief Allender and 
gave him the man’s name. The man was 
taken to Allender’s office and the Chief 
talked to him and let him go. The next 
day Steer received a letter threatening 
him with death for reporting the affair 
to the police. 

Steer took this letter to Chief Allen- 
der and his anxiety was so great that 
two detectives were detailed to accom- 
pany him to his Broadway store and go 
from there to his home with him in his 
automobile. 

Extra precautions also were taken 
Monday night to guard the Steer coun- 
try home, but, notwithstanding the vigi- 
lance, someone entered the grounds and 
thrust a threatening letter under the 
door. 

Steer told a Post-Dispatch reporter 
Tuesday about the receipt of the last 
letter of warning, but declined to tell 
what it contained until he had seén 
Chief Allender again. He expressed the 
belief that the man who had been 
threatening him was unbalanced.

An investigation by the City Building 
Department of the hoisting methods in

Edward J. Gieseler, Deputy Building 
Commissioner, said Tuesday that the 
apparatus being used by the contractors 
for the Famous-Barr, or Railway Ex- 
change, building was of the most mod- 
ern type and had been thoroughly in- 
spected before being put into use. 

“Accidents will sometimes happen,’’ he 
said, “but I shall send a deputy to 
maké inquiries to see whether there is 
any danger of such an accident as this 
occurring again, and what should be 
done as a safeguard.”’. 

A Street Department official termed 
the accident a fortunate one, in that, 
while no one was seriously injured, the 
need for greater care and possibly for 
better methods and different appara- 
tus, was pointed out. 

The first window sill on the right- 
hand side of the Hodiamont car, which 
had just rounded the curve and started 
south on Sixth street, was struck py 
the falling beam. It broke the side of 
the car down to the floor. The few 
passengers were leaving by the rear 
way, and the motorman, who was. near- 
est to the place where the beam struck, 
was not hurt.

The first news of the attack was sent|— 
to Mexico City by Conductor Marine and 
Collector Dominguez, who, although 
wounded, had made their way late yes- 
terday to Yautepec, 12 miles away. Aft- 
er the murderous rifle fire, the rebels 
set fire to the train. A few -.of. the 
wounded crawled out of the cars, es- 
caping the fate of those unable to leave, 
who were burned. 

Fingers Cut Off for Rings. 

According to reports, the rebel leader 
made no effort to restrain his men from 
acts of brutality. The wounded, plead- 
ing for their lives, were struck down, 
and even looting was held in abeyance 
until after the slaughter. 

Fingers of men and women were 
chopped off with_ machetes, that rings 
they wore might be more quickly ob- 
tained. Ornaments were torn from ears 
of women. Among the passengers were 
two newspaper men, who were. killed. 
They were on their way to interview 
Emiliano Zapata, the chief of the reb- 
els. One of them, H. L. Strauss, a na- 
tive of Uruguay and consular agent of 
his country in this city, was employed 
at one time on the New York Herald. 
He was on his way to see Zapata as a 
representative of El Imparcial.. The 
other correspondent was Ignacio Her- 
raras of El Hails. 

Fight Until Silenced. 

Soldiers who had been detailed to act 
ae a guard on the train were from the 
Blevtnth Battalion, commanded by 
Lieut. Renoyza. When the train ran 
into the canyon, where a rail had been 
loosened, the locomotive left the track 
and a volley of rifle shots was poured 
into the train. Every man-of the guard 
fought until silenced. A few passengers, 
seizing guns from the fallen soldiers, as- 
sisted in the defense until the rebels 
overcame them, 

Authorities at Cuatla prepared to send 
a punitive expedition. Another train was 
sent from the north toward the scene of 
the massacre to recover the bodies anna 
to give aid to any wounded who might 
be found. 

The wounded members of the train 
crew said the Zapatistas numbered 100 
and were commanded by Amador Zlazar. 
When every soldier of Lieut. Reynozo’s 
command was down, he jumped from 
the car and ran toward the advancing 
rebels, firing with his pistol. He fell 
wounded, but continued his fire until his 
body was riddled with bullets. Strauss, 
the correspondent, was shot down by a

LINER HITS ICEBERG; 
‘WIRELESS CALLS AID 


The Corsican Sends Call for As- 
sistance, but Is Only Slightly 


Damaged. 


HALIFAX, N. &S., Aug. 13.—Proceed- 
ing cautiously through a dense fog, the 
Allan liner Corsican, which sailed from 
Montreal on Friday for Liverpool, struck 
an iceberg 100 miles east of Belle Isle 
yesterday. Appeals for assistance were 
at once flashed from the wireless of tho 
Corsican, which is one of the newest 
and biggest ships of the Allan line, and 
the messages were responded to by the 
Canadian Pacific liner Lake Champlain, 
which is reported as having at once 
started for the Corsican. Later mess- 
ages were to the effect that the Corsi- 
can was only slightly damaged and had 
proceeded on her voyage. 

The Lmke Champlain sailed from Mont- 
real on the same day as the Corsican. 
It is also stated that the Allan liner 
Scandanavian started to the scene of 
the Corsican’s mishap. 

The Corsican hit the iceberg in north 
latitude 52:24, and in west longitude 
62:15. She has about 300 passengers, of 
whom 25 are saloon.- She left the St.

Mrs. Cora E.

Glag She’ll See Children, 


Mrs. Stephens, nevertheless, said her 
sorrow is not as great as the joy caused 
by the fact that next week, by Judge 
Muench’s order, she is to have abso- 
lute custody of her two daughters, Mary, 
1l years old, and Cora, 9, who are in 
the Baptist Orphanage at Pattonville, 
St. Louis County. For seven days the 
little girls can. be with her. Then, the 
Court. ruled, they must go back to the 
orphanage until the settlement of Mrs. 
Stephens’ divorce suit, filed last Jan- 
uary, On allegations of desertion and 
nonsupport. 

It was at a heafing Monday, on Mrs. 
Stephens’ application for permission to 
take the girls from the orphanage, that 
the boy was put on the stand by his 
father, Robert R. Stephens, to attack 
his mother’s character. 

He testified that he had seen his moth- 
er go into a room With a boarder named 
Keefe and that while working as a cad- 
die on the Triple A golf links in Forest 
Park he saw his mother walking in the 
park with a man. 

“Keefe lived in a separate part of the 
house from us and I took care of his 
room,’ the mother explained. 

Married 29 Years Ago. 

“T have had to work nearly ever since 
my marriagey 29 years ago. My husband 
sot Uttle wages—usually about $10 a 
week—and I either had to do sewing or 
take in boarders to help support the 
family. 

‘My husband got angry at me for tak- 
ing the children to picture shows and 
ieft me without making any provision 
for our children’s support. He later 
agrees to pay for the support of Mary 
and Cora if I would put them itn the or- 
phanage. Since I could not take theni 
out to work with me, I had to comply 
with his request. 

“He instructed the orphanage authori- 
ties never to let me see the children 
alone and I never have been permitted 
to take them outside the place, Of course 
the authorities could not, be blamed, as 
my husband was paying the bill and they 
had to obey his orders."

SECRET HAS BEEN 
KNOWN SINCE 1872 


r }Columbian Students Are Told 
That Swiss Doctor Found 
Air Pressure Caused It.

NEW YORK, Aug. 
a baseball curve should no longer be @ 
mystery, at least to the students of 
Columbia University summer school. In 
a lecture on the ‘‘science of baseball 
curves,” Prof. W. 8. Franklin ex- 
plained it all as follows: 

“The whole secret of a curved bail 
lies in the relation of the pressure to 
velocity and the spin that the 
pitcher gives it- as it leaves his hand. 
‘Daniel Bernouilli, a Swiss physician, 
was the man who discovered the prin- 
ciple in 1872. He was observing a 
stream of water that flowed through 
wide pools and narrow shoals. In the 
pools he soon found that the pressure 
Was very great while the velocity was 
almost nothing; in the shoals he said 
that the velocity was very swift, while 
the pressure had almost disappeared. 
“This is the principle that governs 
the flight and curve of a ball. If the 
ball sails straight through the air with 
no spin the air is pushed aside equally 
in all directions and the ball is direct- 
ly under the control of gravity so far 
as its curve is concerned and it soon 
falls to the ground. Whereas, if the 
front of the ball is given a downward 
spin, there is, in addition to the straight 
forcing aside of the-air -a circular. mo- 
tion of air around the ball. This mo- 
tion being over and then under the ball

C. E. Yancey Decides Not to Su: Farmhand 
Who Came Upon Pot While Dismantling 
Old House in Howard County.

LIBERTY, Mo., Aug. 13.—A thrilling 
tale of buried gold, found by a farm 
hand, and his efforts to again secrete it 
was told here today by C. E. Yancey. 
The narrator is one of the largest stock 
raisers and farmers in Clay and How- 
ard counties, and will receive an equal 
share with the man who uncovered the 
treasure. 

According to Yancey, Wicke Patter- 
son, a farmhand, employed by him and 
working in his land, found a pot con- 
taining more than $10,000 in gold while 
dismantling an old mandr house known 
in ante-bellum days as the William R. 
Burck place and later used as an inn. 

The place is in Howard County, near 
Huntsville. Patterson refused to dli- 
vulge the exact amount, even to his 
wife. He found the treasure secreted 
between parts of the wall in the base- 
ment. 

“If Mr. Yancey does not know how 


much was in the pot, he will not know 
how much to sue for;’’ Patterson is re- 
ported to have told his wife and friends. 
He then sought another hiding place 
for the treasure. 


From a reliable source it is learned 
that Yancey contemplated bringing suit 
against Patterson, because of advice 
from attorneys that whatever is found 
on the land belongs to the owner. But 
last night an understanding was reached 
and owner and finder will divide the 
money evenly. Patterson is said to have 
admitted that at least $10,000 in gold was 
in the pot.

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POPULISTS NOW AND YESTERDAY. 


Hardly a corporal’s guard of what was once aD 
army, the Populist or People’s party, which today 
convenes in St. Louis, where since 1889 much of 
its history has been made, now cuts a sorry fig- 
ure in the political arena, but there have been 
times when it was a power to be reckoned with, 
and its record is interwoven with much of Amer- 
ica’s most interesting political experience. 

+ Its record is the story of agrarian wrongs, real 
or imaginary, blended with the antagonisms of 


|corporations and organized labor; its roots g0 


back as far as the Civil War, of which Senator 
Peffer declared it was the direct outgrowth; and 
its history, in its interrelations, is the history of 
most of the third party movements of the past 
thirty years. 

The original ancestor of this and the other par- 
ties of social and economic discontent was the 
Labor Reform party, which was born and held its 
only national convention in 1872. It came as a 


| protest against unsettled financial conditions that 


followed the war, and its platform demanded: “a 
purely national circulating medium,” the pro- 
hibition of Chinese immigration, an eight-hour 
day, Government regulation of railroad and tele- 
graph rates and the abolition of contract labor in 
prisons. It is interesting to compare that Labor 
Reform platform of 40 years ago with the dom- 
inant demands of the Populist party today as set 
forth in its recent call. 

These are that Congress shall issue all money 
and regulate the value and volume of it; that 
the public lands be reserved for actual settlers; 
that the Government control railroads and public 
utilities which by their nature are monopolies; 
that the initiative, referendum and recall be up- 
held, and that labor be protected. How little has 
been the change in substance or in tenor! 

The Labor Reform party in 1872 nominated 
Judge David Davis, of the United States Supreme 
Court, for President, but, on his refusal to run, 
cast its vote finally for Charles O’Connor, the 
candidate of the straight-out Democrats. 

Four years later the Greenback party had suc- 
ceeded the Labor Reform party, and its support 
was derived from the same agrarian and organ- 
ized sources. The Greenbackers nominated Peter 
Cooper for President, adopted the Labor Reform 
financial plank substantially, and polled 81,740 
votes. 

In 1880 the Greenbackers widened their issues, 
named James B. Weaver for President, and polled 
308,578 votes. Four years later the Greenback 
party named Ben Butler for President, polled 
only 175,370 votes, and virtually ceased to be. 
Meanwhile, since about 1875, the Farmers’ Alli- 
atce movements which had begun in Texas and 
extended east through the Southern States, and 
north into Kansas, Nebraska, Iowa and Illinois, 
gained the strength of a national factor. Also 
the Union Labor party had by 1888 developed 
about the same strength as the Greenback party, 
which it succeeded. In 1888 the Union Labor 
party, with A. J. Streator as its — polled 
146,836 votes. 

In December, 1889, the National association of 
the Farmers’ Alliance met in St. Louis in con- 
ference with the Grangers, the Knights of Labor, 
and other lesser organizations in sympathy, and 
declared what have virtually been the principles 
of the People’s party since then. The People’s 
party was formally organized in St. Louis in 1892. 
The name had been originated in Kansas in 1890 
by Senator Peffer, then a country editor; and 
the name “Populist” was bestowed about the 
same time by another country editor, Henry Vin- 
cent. 

In 1892 the People’s party gathered up the La- 
bor party, the Farmers’ Alliance, and, by fusing 
with Democrats in many Western states, with 
Weaver as its nominee, carried Colorado, Idaho 
Kansas, North Dakota, Nevada and. Oregon, 
polled 1,041,028 votes out of a total of 12,110,636 
for all candidates and obtained 22 votes in the 
electoral college. This marked the crest of its 
wave. Its decline as a distfhct organization was 
rapid thereafter. 

In 1896 it indorsed Bryan and was mainly ab- 
sorbed by the Democratic party, although its 
candidate, Thomas E. Watson, had 17 electoral 
votes. In 1900 the middle-of-the-road wing of 
Populism scorned to fuse with the Democrats and 
nominated a straight ticket, headed by Wharton 
Barker, but polled only 50,373 votes. 

In 1906 the party “died,” when it merged with 
the “Federated People’s Party,” the National Re- 
form Press Association and other similar po- 
litical bodies. It died, and Mr. W. R. Hearst was 
said to have “got the remains.” There was later 
revived the “National People’s Party.” In 1908 
Gen. Jacob Coxey was prominent in its coun- 
cils, though it nominated Watson as its candi- 
date. In the previous year it nad wavered be- 
| tween Bryan and Watson. Watson polled but 
29,100 votes, and these principally in Georgia. 

Whether the handful of the old guard con- 
vening in a hotel parlor today are making their 
last stand matters not—they and their pathetic 
“party” compel the tribute which is due to cour- 
age , and fidelity. Populism has been the per- 
sistence of error, and its fundamental financial 
proposition—that Congress issue and regulate the 
value of all money—has been hopeless and im- 
possible from the outset. But the bravery that 
has stood unfalteringly for a_ forlorn hope 
throughout a generation has been worthy the 
truest of causes.

Interesting Scotch-Irish.

Mr. James Healy, through this column, on Aug. 
3, asks for some facts regarding the origin of the 
so-called Scotch-Irish. 

As a result of religious persecution on the part 
of the Anglican Church the Presbyterians were 
driven out about the first quarter of the seven- 
teenth century and they were settled on confis- 
cated lands of the Earls of Tyrone and Tyrconnel 
in Ireland, 

An examination of the statutes of the Ulster 
plantation, with the full lists of the undertakers, 
shows positively that these people were about 
equally divided between lowland Scotch, mainly 
from the counties of Dumbarton, Dumfries and 
Renfrew, and English, mostly from Norfolk and 


gland.

The first stimulus te Presbyterian immigration 
‘was the destruction of the Irish woolen industry, 
through. the jealousy of the English manufactur- 
ers, and the Ulster exodus, estimated at 30,000, 
was merely her large contribution to the general 
stampede of English, Scotch and Huguenots from 
all over Ireland, which it occasioned. A minor, 
though protracted desertion, however, was caused 
by the Anglican bishops of: the Upper House of 
Parliament at Dublin, who persecuted the dis- 
senters., 

About 1772 came another great flight of Pres- 
byterians from Ulster, brought about through 
political disabilities and evictions from many 
great estates, where the leases expired about 
that time, although before “this last rush there 
had left over 100,000. 

They sailed from Belfast and Londonderry for 
Philadelphia and Charleston, 8. C., and the rea- 
sons of this were that they did not care to come 
in conflict again with Congregationalists, Epis- 
copalians or Quakers, as they immediately set 
out for the mountains back of all coast settle- 
ments. 

The two lines from Pennsylvania and South 
Carolina, moving as the streams and mountains 
ranged from north and south, met and coalesced in 
the Shenandoah Valley.

of course the relationship between. the Celts and 
Teutons, which many now hold to be much closer 
than has heretofore been assumed. 

Those living in the valley today are descen- 
dants of Scotch, German and English intermar- 
riages, a mixture which has, so it is claimed, 
produced as many soldiers, statesmen, inventors 
and successful men of affairs as any -other ele- 
ment in this country.

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A JUMBLE OF INJUSTICE. 
rrum Today’s New York World. 

In the matter of legislation Congress 
resembles a balky horse. For months it 
refuses to move. Then it runs away. 

It set out recently to pass a simple 
bill governing the administration and 
tolls of the Panama Canal. Before the 
measure got through both houses there 
was a legislative stampede, and what 
was in the beginning a matter largely 
of routine now embraces: 

1. The deliberate violation of the Hay- 
Pauncefote treaty by making the canal , 
free to American coastwise ships when 
the agreement plainly says there shall. 
be no discrimination. 

2. A plain subsidy in this way for 
American ship owners, who under the 
navigation laws already have a monop- 
oly. 

3. Permission to American owners of 
foreign-built ships to secure American 
registry for their’ vessels. 

4. Prohibiting ships owned by railroad 
companies from using the canal and ém- 
powering the Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission to compel railroads owning ships 
used elsewhere to divest themselves of 
such ownership if it is found to be in- 
jurious to the pulile. 

5. The hope that under this indirect 
clause the Steel Trust may be deprived 
of its Lake Superior ore-carrying vessels 
and the New York, New Haven & Hart- 
ford Railroad of its steamship lines. 

6. A probable violation of the Constt- 
tution in delegating legislative power to 
a commission and leaving to its discre- 
tion the enforcement of its interstate 
and anti-trust laws. 

7. A threat that we shall refuse to ar- 
bitrate any question arising under this 
legislation on the complaint of foreign 
nations, thus repudiating several treat- 
jes and aiming a deadly blow at the 
Peace Court of The Hague. 

Into this omnibus which should have 
been restricted to canal operation and 
regulation in good faith, have been 
crowded therefore the repudiation of 
treaty obligations, the acceptance of 
ship subsidies and free ships, the forci- 
ble exclusion of railroads from water 
transportation, and attempt to confer 
upon a commission the power to decide 
what trusts are good and what trusts 
are bad, and a shocking avowal of indif- 
ference, if not hostility to the great pur- 
poses of humanity and civilization that 
have been crystallized in the treaties 
of arbitration. 

From this unconscionable jumble of 
things desirable and things undestraDte, 
we are indebted to the breathless con- 
gressional habit of attaching the most 
important measures as riders to bills 
wholly unrelated. For this confusion 
worse than confounded we have no ex- 
cuse but the haste of runaway legis- 
lators acting without consideration, 
without reason, without decency and 
without regard for justice or the good 
opinion of men. 

If a Democratic House of Representa- 
tives is in favor of ship subsidies, why 
does it not say so plainly? If a Repub- 
lican Senate wants free ships all of a 
sudden, wily does it not deal intelligent- 
ly and fairly with the whole question of! 
out tax-smothered merchant marine?

In no case did the bac- 
terial contamination of wrapped bread 
reach a high figure.

On the other hand, more than 
half of the unwrapped loaves (62 per 
cent) were coated with over a thou- 
sand bacteria.
